STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Newmarket 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
town on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March next, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Art. 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 

Art. 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropriation 
for the same. That is to say: To raise such sums of money as 
may be necessary for general government, including town officers’ 
salaries, town officers’ expenses, election and registration, and town 
hall; for protection of persons and property, including the police 
department, the fire department, moth extermination, and the 
extermination of the white pine blister rust; for health and sani- 
tation, including the health department, vital statistics, sewer 
maintenance, and for a town or district nurse; for highways and 
bridges, including state aid maintenance, town maintenance, street 
lighting and general expenses of the department; for education, 
including the public library; for charities, including the town poor; 
for patriotic purposes, including decoration of soldiers’ graves; for 
recreation, including band concerts; for public service enterprises, 
including water utility; for cemeteries; for interest; for new con- 
struction and improvements, including state aid and town con- 
struction; for indebtedness payments, including the payment of 
notes and bonds; for payments to other governmental divisions, 
including state and county taxes; and to pay all other necessary 
charges arising within the town. 


Art. 3. To bring in your votes for the election of delegates- 
at-large, alternate delegates-at-large, district’ delegates, alternate 
district delegates to the National Conventions of the Democratic 
and Republican parties, to be held for the purpose of nominating 


party candidates for President and Vice-President of the United — 


States. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to make a contract with the Rockingham County Light & 
Power Co. to light the streets for the term of five years. -

SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


January 31, 1924. 
To THE SCHOOL BOARD OF NEWMARKET: 


The middle of the year finds the schools of New- 
market in good condition. The addition of another man 
to the faculty of the High School has proved a good 
policy. Every teaching position is filled by a teacher 
who is capable and interested in the work she is doing. 
You cannot judge the worth of a school boy or girl by 
the chances he has had up to date. His chances are 
mainly ahead of him. Many of the pupils in our schools 
have not had the opportunity of living all their lives in 
the atmosphere of American institutions, customs, and 
ideals. For them it is all the more important to have 
teachers who can appreciate their true worth and are 
willing to make the extra exertion necessary to bring 
them up to a high standard. The teachers are showing 
a commendable desire for professional improvement. 
They have reported considerable reading of professional 
books during the fall term. Most of them subscribe to 
teachers’ magazines and school papers, and all who were 
able have visited other schools or attended the county 
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institute and the state convention of teachers. The 
schools of Newmarket need a permanent corps of such 
people who are willing to live and teach in the same 
place for a term of years. It is only by having such a 
group that the highest schoel standards can be main- 
tained. I wish the citizens of Newmarket would make 
the new teachers ‘feel at home here and enjoy their work 
so much that we won’t have to find new ones every year. 

The new High School building, which we hope to 
open in September, will give the boys and girls of New- 
market as fine an opportunity for High School education 
as any town of this size could be expected to provide. 
It will make High School more attractive to the boys 
and girls and will, I believe, gradually increase the num- 
bers attending High School. I am sure that it is a mis- 
take to deny to the boys and girls a chance to go through 
High School. Twenty years from now conditions will be 
different even.in the mill, and most of our sons and 
daughters will be in competition with others who have 
had High School training. 

_ The present High School building will be available 
for grade rooms. Would it not be well to discontinue 
the use of the North Primary building and locate all of 
the grades in the South Primary, Stone School and 
present High School building’? If this is done, the 
partitions should be removed and some new furniture 
provided. It would be possible, too, to take the extra 
class out of the Stone School so that that building will 
not be so crowded. 

Practically every good school system is working to 
take care of the health of pupils. Much of this is done 
through the health lessons by the teachers and through 
the annual medical examination of the pupils, but far 
more is accomplished through the employment of a 
school nurse. The arrangement made this year with 
Somersworth and Salmon Falls is producing very good 
results.
